JERSEY CITY — Jersey City 
has.-the usual number of Negro 
Churches for a city its size. A 
large percentage of them are 
“grown” while ‘the others are 
“growing”. Yet it is a strange fact 


that not one of them employs aj 


paid Social Service Worker, In 
these modern times a church So- 
cial Service Worker is not only. a 
useful adjunct but an absolute 
necessity, 

Negro churches South with 
memberships no langerthan some 
of our own here have longe years 
ago seen the usefulness and -bene- 
fit of such service and have pro- 
fitably employed a trained worker. 

If it is not possible for any one 
church to add such a necessary 
requirement in these times of 
stress and #train, a suggestion is 
that two or three of them pool 
their—resources—and—add_—a_much 
needed factor to the church work. 
A Social Service Worker trained 
for such duties is a great asset to 
and church and by no means can 
be considered a liability tothe 
eommunity. 

Pastors of today need just such 
a worker to assist them in. their 
duties. Assistant Pastors are for 
the most part confined to the same 
duties as the Pastor and can not 
well carry on the work defined 
under Social Service, Jersey..City 
Pastors need to awaken to the 
social needs ofthe present day 
and should. confine themselves 
more to such a duty than to po- 
tities,
